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Mr. W ood y att bad been notified . 
He 
was on the grou nd . 
He was an officer; it 
was his d u ty . 
He went to find ou t, if he 
cou ld , who ” committed the crime. 
He 
w'ent in the interest of hu m anity and ju s­ 
tice. 
W as he w rong in d oing so? Shou ld 
he be censu red for it? Shou ld he be char­ 
acterized as a Sleu th hou nd ? 
H ad it 
been y ou r child or mine sleeping beneath 
that cu lv ert in d eath’s cold embrace, 
placed there by the cru el hand of a bu tch­ 
er and a mu rd erer, we wou ld not feel 
that way . 
W e wou ld hav e said , let Lim 
go, let him go and find if he can the 
au thor of this fou l d eed ; the cau se of 
all the sorrow and broken hearts this 
shocking d iscov ery will make. He d id go. 
He traced the man who carried the spad e 
to the corner at the Hill school hou se. 
He learned of the teacher, Miss Forsy th, 
that a man answering his d iscripiion 
tu rned the corner there and went sou th; 
that shortly after he tu rned she saw him 
come from the hed ge on the east sid e of 
the road abou t six rod s north of the llill 
school hou se and then go on sou th; she 
was going north from Mr. Hetler’s and 
met him. 
She wou ld know him if she 
saw him again. 
Mr. W ood y att traced 
him sou th to Hetler’s; learned he had 
gone to Mr. Lloy d ’s. 
He and the other 
officers reached Llov d ’s and saw the pris 
oner in the field . 
They had at this time 
no proof. 
They had not seen the spad e; 
there was nothing y et to fasten gu ilt u p­ 
on him. 
They 
ex amined his coat and 
v est which lie had left in the barn. They 
fou nd a watch chain and a ring. 
They 
d id not then know this was the chain 
Thiel owned and had worn on the d ay of 
the m u rd er. 
They placed it hack where 
they had fou nd it. 
As the d efend ant 
d rov e u p to the barn Mr. Coffey said , 
hello “ F re nchy .” 
He replied , 
“ hello 
Billy .” 
T he other officers come u p then 
and they commenced to talk with him. 
They asked him which w ay he came ou t. 
Now I w ant to be as lennient as the ev i­ 
d ence will permit me. 
He might not hav e 
fu lly u nd erstood their qu estions. 
It is 
tru e his answers were not satisfactory . 
W hat the reasons were I cannot say . 
T hey asked him these qu estions: 
W hat 
d id y ou d o with the spad e? Did y ou hav e 
a spad e and what d id y ou d o w ith the 
spad e y ou had ? 
He replied :

The officers then said, y ou must go 
with us, if y ou are not the guilty man 
vou may « Rum soon and go to y our work. 
They stud.to him; they w a rued him. that 
it was a serious matter. They dm not 
deceive him; they |d*y eiI,jK><.!riclti; they 
rtoofUU Uj uu#fi,Meriuees lhty .|u)ilJ>Vu 
honestly » n d ImolOjf lik* moo U iw to m m 
a serious mat Us aau that he .must tell all 
he knew about it. Is that the work of a 


sleuth hound? Is it the work of heathens? 
Is it not the way y ou would like to be 
treated were vou placed in his 
position, 
and innocent? You would want them to 
tell y ou; y ou would u rge them ; jrou 
would plead for and beg them to tell y ou 
all there was in it and of what y ou were 
accused. I would. And if a man shouli 
come to me and say , Mr. Morrison, where 
I did y ou get that chain y ou are wearing 
it is a serious matter now tell us all about 
it. I would reply : Why ! Mr. Woody att, 
I got that chain at such place and have 
worn it ever since. If I bought it of Thie 
I would say so; but why do y ou ask me" 
What is the matter? What has happened 
that y ou ask me this? If there is any 
thing wrong tell me about it. This de 
fendant asked not a word. 
He made no 
inquiries. When told it was a serious 
matter, asked no explanation. All this 
took place and his curiosity not aroused. 
He did not ask why they wanted him to 
go with them; he seemed to know. No, 
“ don’t send a qaan to the gallows for 
ly ing,” but if he lies look carefully into 
the reason and motive for it and see if it 
signifies any thing in the case. 
At this time the officers did not know 
that Thiel ever wore a watch chain. 
Lloy d did not know that either Thiel or 
Mosse ever wore a watch chain. None of 
them knew the chain.they found had any 
connection with the dead, nor the impor­ 
tant part it would play in this trial. They 
simply knew there was a chain in Mosse’s 
pocket. They put it back where it was, 
and awaited further developcment. The 
defendant put bis coat and vest on and 
then asked for a drinit of water. They 
all started towards the well. While on 
their way to the well the defendant puts 
his hand in bis pocket and takes out this 
blood stalled cnain and makes an effort 
to make way with it. 
Mr. Woody att sees 
his movement and catches his hand and 
takes the chain from him, say ing what 
are y ou try ing to do with that chain? He 
replied: I was looking to see whether y ou 
had taken any thing out of my pocket. 
He did not need to take the chain out in 
orde r to tell; he could tell by simply 
feeling in his pocket, the chain was loose 
m his pocket. And tell me, if y ou can, 
Mr. Bethea, why he should think any one 
had searched his pocket? He was in ihe 
field when it was done. He could not 
have seen them; no one had told him. It 
was a guilty conscience that forced him 
to feel and a desire to rid himself in some 
way of this tell tale chain that caused 
him to try and secret it. 
He wa9 not 
mistreated here; no v iolence, 
no d ecep­ 
tion was used 
When asked whose chain 
it was he said it whs one he had a long 
time; that he brought it from the east 
with him. They had not told him that a 
dead body had been found. They did 
not tell him Thiel had been murdered. 
What was the motive then for this false 
statement? Why did he make it? Why , 
if true, as he now claims it is, did he uo‘, 
saj- I got that chain from 
F rank Thiel, 
the book agent. 
I traded n ling for it. 
No v , honest, Mr. Bethea, why didn’t he? 
You or I wou ld . What, again I ask, was 
y ou r client’s motiv e for ly ing? 
We wou ld 
hav e said why take » hat chain away from 
me? I’ll tell y ou all abou t it. 
Tell me 
what b o x happened to cause su ch strange 
cond u ct. What u this serious m atter 
y ou ju st told me abou t? 
I mu st know*. 
This is my chain. 
Mr. Bethea say s men d o not d o things 
withou t a motiv e; that the motiv e is the 
cau se; that there cannot be an act w ith­ 
ou t a motiv e more than 
there can be an 
effect withou t a cau se. 
Very tru e, sir. 
Now tell u s the motiv e for this false storv . 
You know it. It was to conceal hiscrime, 
it cou ld be for no other pu rpose. 
It is 
not reasonable. 
It is a gu ilty conscience 
at work try ing to conceal, to d eceiv e, to 
mislead , to d raw the attention of the offi­ 
cers away from him. 
Gentlemen, is this 
the-honest cond u ct of a gu iltless man, or 
the gu iltv cond u ct of a criminal? 
Let 
y ou r v erd ict be y ou r answer. 
lie was then taken by the officers to 
thecu lv eit, and herein is where Mr. 
Bethea thinks he was treated like a he a th­ 
en. 
It is all right on this and ev ery other 
criminal trial to be as carefu l of the pris­ 
oner and his rights as inay be, and it is 
equ ally ju st w here a m u rd er has been 
committed that tin* officers shou ld u se 
ev ery means in their power to find the 
gu ilty person. 
Su ppose any man on this 
ju ry had been arrested for this crime and 
was asked by Mr. W ood y att to go and see 
the 
bod y at the 
cu lv ert, while y ou 
might d read to see d eath in su ch awf u l 
form, still y ou wou ld say . it innocent, 
certainly , Mr. W ood y att. I’ll go.

thiii I am su spected , as a m atter of right. 
1 will go with y ou , I will ex plain ev ery ­ 
thing; » lie spad o, the knife, the chain, all. 
It w a s fair to the accu sed that ho be taken 
there that he might, if he cou ld , ex plain 
some of the d ark circu mstances fast su r­ 
rou nd ing him. 
While the prisoner wa« at the cu lv ert 
a knife w a g fou nd near there stained w ith 
blood . 
It was then known the prisoner 
had had a similar knife before the m u r­ 
d er and 1m* was asked abou t it u nd was 
silent. 
W here was his knife? 
W here 
was his knife, where in God ’s name

I wo a Id have said to every 
man I metf from the day of my arrest un­ 
til this moment: Go In the name of jus­ 
tice; find that knife; fknow it is there; it 
will break the cnain; it will clear the daTk 
clouds away ; it wttt save my dear life; it 
will wash away the toUl strain. 
Not so, 
oh! not so, with this man; his lips have 
been silenL He has remained passive. I 
know y ou will not believe such a strong 
coming from the lfp9 of this man on trial 
for his Mfe and liberty . Again, I ask y ou 
is this the conduct of a guiltless man? 
and to brand the whole story as infam­ 
ously flalse, Willia Spiller, bis friend, a 
disinterested witness, tells y ou that Mos­ 
se had the knife whittling with it on 
Pitcher’s warehouse steps, on the evening 
prec eding the murder; and Mosse does 
not d< ny ii. 
He could not. then, have 
lost it on the- Wednesday before. 
Mr. Bethea say s about the Maggie 
Smith ring, that some other person, tlie 
guilty man, placed it near the culvert to 
convict Mosse and divert suspicion from 
hint. That is strange. Why ! Mr. Bethea, 
have y ou no confidence in Mosse’sstory .
